







Building on yesterday for today and tomorrow charac- 
terizes 1978-1979 at North Scott High School. An in- 
crease in enrollment has brought about a demand for 
expansion of the building and its curriculum. North Scott 
has responded by building on additions to offer more 
classes. When the school was built in 1957 it was engi- 
neered to allow for future expansion. The first major 
growth was felt in 1971. A new gym, larger library, sci- 
ence lecture rooms, D-Hall, and the commons were some 
of the new changes. 

This year we have tried to capture the mood of this 
expansion feeling. In 1979 the most notiable changes 
have been the new industrial arts section, more science 
lab rooms and the auto mechanics shop. Our second sign 
of the changing times was the joining of the new Missis- 
sippi Eight Conference. With this move came the building 
of the new home bleachers and an expanded emphasis 
on athletics. 

We hope that this book will show some of the vast 
changes brought about since the school was first built.

RELATING EFFECTIVELY AND CREATING HARMONY became a reality at North Scott High 
School on February 6, 1979. The program was designed for our school after a lengthy 
faculty study of the successful nationwide teacher/advisor system first created by Dr. 
Keigh Hubel of Southwest Missouri State College. 

REACH groups were fromed through a type of draft in which students selected possible 
advisors. REACH groups, in many cases, combine members from all four classes. Meeting 
once each cycle for thirty minutes, REACH offers members time to accomplish set goals. 

Selection of courses, assessment of individual strengths and weaknesses, a study of 
career options (using the Department of Public Instruction's PROCESS), and exercises to 
develop a more positive self-concept and more tolerance of other people were some of the 
activities of the REACH sessions. 
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PROJECT REACH GOALS 

1. To help people be more concerned about each other and 
develop caring relationships. 

2. To make school a more humane place to be. 

3. To help students accept more responsibility for their deci- 
sions. 

4. To help students learn more. 

5. To clairfy students' interests and abilities. 

6. To provide an opportunity to talk about meaningful things. 

7. To help students develop a more positive self-concept. 

8. To help students examine and select long- and short- 
range goals concerning their future.

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DAVE BEASTON GETS A KICK OUT OF KARATE 





"Self defense, competitor! and just 
for fun" are some of the reasons why 
Dave Beaston practices karate. 

There are four major types of karate: 
Chinese, Japanese, Korean, and Okina- 
wan. Dave studies Tae Kwon Do, a Ko- 
rean form of karate which stresses on 
kicking. 

Dave comments that all the instruc- 
tors start the people in white belt. Ev- 
eryone first goes through white belt 
then yellow, green, brown, and all the 
degrees of black belt. It usually takes 
four years to get to the eighth degree 
of the black belt.
